Batrmore tue Laxes.—On the 5th inst., 
the Northern Central Railroad of Penusylvania 
was opened to Sunbury, and in honor of the oc- 
casion an excursion train ran over the whole 
road from Baltimore to Sunbury, a distance of 
138 miles. The work which is now completed 
is a consolidation of the York and Baltimore, 
York and Cumberland, and the Susquehanna 
Reilroads.
